WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—Attor- 
ney-General McAllister of Missouri 
asked the Supreme Court today to 
advanes for early hearing the suit 
brought by the St. Louis & San Fran- 
cisco Railway Co. to test the validity 
of the State law requiring domestic 
and foreign corporations to pay an 
annual franchise tax.

Washington avenue, for prayers, and 
to St. Anne’s Catholic Church of Nor- 
mandy. The sons are given $5 each, 
with the explanation that they were 
amply cared for in their father’s will. 

The balance of the estate, house- 
hold effects, jewelry and stocks val- 
ued at $75,000 or $80,000, with inter- 
est bringing their total value to 
$100,000, is left to the daughters in 
equa] shares. The stocks, however, 
were included in the estate of Ghio 
at his death. They were the-property 
of Mrs. Ghio, given WV her to him, 
and after his death she filed suit to 
separate them from the estate. The 
Circuit Court ruled the statute of 
limitations forbade this, but appeal 
was taken to the Supreme Court. If 
the court decides in favor of Mrs. 
Ghio in this case eath daughter will 
get half of the $100,000 in stocks. 

Ghio died Feb. 2, 1914. His will 
provided life tenancy of the $500,- 
000 estate for the wife, and its divi- 
sion among the children after her 
death, with the provision that if any 
of the children contested they were 
to be cut off. Ghio, fn his will, said 
he ‘was a “true sonj of Kentucky, 
faithful to the ‘lost cause’ of the 
Confederate States of America.” In 
addition to money and estate, “Tran. 
quilla,’’ at Carson and St. Charles 
Rock roads, Ghio left a large library, 
a collection of 20;000 postage stamps 
and three European medals and pat- 
ents of nobility.

MOTI OF ‘‘SCANDALS” 


But George White’s. 1920 Edi- 
tion Has Sumptuous Set- 
tings and Costumes. 


By RICHARD L. STOKES. 

EX and propaganda for booze 
seem to have been chosen as lead- 
ing motives for the 1920 edition 
of George White's “Scandals,” which 
just escaped slipping into the 1921 
calendar by arriving last night at 
the American for its Christmas week 
offering. On the other hand, for 
his second voyage, the young pro- 
ducer has freighted his craft with 
much brilliantly handsome scenery, 
in contrast to last year’s cargo; the 
effect, however, is sometimes that of 
a Tiffany show-window dressed for 
the display of a job-lot of 50-cent 
galluses. 


The costuming is tavish in keeping 


with the settings; and there is a 
chorus which probably no other re- 
vue, save that of Ziegfeld himself, | 
can rival in respect to good looks. 
‘Also, ther® is throughout the produc- | 
tion not a moment which might vex 
an exhausted commercial gentleman , 
with the slightest pang of mental 
strain. 


On the whole, one is inclined: to 
the opinion that this opus is not only 
superior to. last year’s “Scandals,” 
but is also a cleverer and more pre- 
possessing work than the 1919 “Fol- 
lies.” This is not to say that it comes 
aear equaling the 1920 ‘‘Follies’’ in 
artistry, or has the electrical verve 
of the current “Midnight Rounders” 
of the Shuberts. Most emphatically 
does it make no effort to rival] that 


Makes the present “Follies” so 
piquantly virginal. The canny Zieg- 
celd has eschewed fleshings for 
skirts; with George White, the cory- 
phee wearing even tights ig a glar- 
ing exception, and bare calves are 
the rule. 
White Almost Effaces Self. 


In the former “Scapdals, " George 
White was much in_ evidence, 


almost effaced himself. 
at the very end of the program for 
a few minutes of his. adroit dancing 
in imitation of Fred Stone, Maurice, 
George Primrose and George M. 
Cohan. He absented himself, he 
explained modestly, to let the other 
members of the cast have a chance. 
Perhaps he was delayed until that 
late moment in counting up the re- 
ceipts which a huge audience flung 
into the box office at a top rate of 
$3.85 each. 


The production has two acts of 
417 scenes. The first of the big set- 
tings is called, without convincing 
logic, “A Modern Pandora’s Box:”

OF TRADE FOR NOVEMBER 


Decline of $63,000,000 Due to Falling 
Off in Exports—Slight De- 
crease in Imports. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—Asaneri- 
ca's balance of trade for November 
shrank $63,000;7000 as compared with 
the preceding month as a result of a 
decided falling off in exports, accord- 
ing to an analysis of the nation’s 
foreign trade for that month, issued 
by the Department of Commerce. 


Exports for November were valued’ 


at $675,000,000, a-falling off of more 
than $76,000,000 from the October 
total of $7617728,570. Imports, on 
the other hand, declined only a little 
more than $13,000,000, the Novem- 
ber total being estimated ‘at $621,- 
000,000 as compared with $334,098,- 
698 for October. 

The United.States, however, at the 
end of November, still had a favor- 
able balance in trade with the other 
nations of the world for thefirst 11 
months of the year of $2,494,205,488. 
Exports up to Dec. 1 were $7,507,- 
$23,420 and imports for the same pe- 
riod were $5,013,117,932.

The late Horatio W. Seymour, namesake and distant | 
relative of a Governor of New York and Democratic 
nominee for President in 1868, had made a strong im- | 
pression on the journalism of three great American, 
cities and had repeatedly rendered highly valuable} 
service of national quality and scope. 

Forty years ago he was one of g brilliant group 
of young Chicago newspaper workers whose words 
of wit and wisdom and professional feats were of 
wide currency and who won celebrity as types of 
the best figures in their field. The most conspicu- 
ous, though perhaps not the most useful, portion ef 
his career was during the period commemorating 
the discovery of America, when Chicago, by reason 
of its exposition, becanfe the resort of many of the 
best minds of this and other countries. He was then 
associated with the late James Scott in control of the 
Chicage Herald, a paper financed by Banker John R. 
Walsh, who had a fad for newspapers, having been 
engaged in distributing mewspaper circulation in 
early life. Mr. Seymour was then often referred to 
as embodying the enterprise and literary qualities 
of the most representative editors of the United 
States. After the death of Mr. Scott and the merger 
of the Herald with a rival morning paper, Mr. Sey- 
mour became the editor and director of the Chicago: 
Chronicle, another paper financed by Mr. Walsh.

Nations at Geneva has adjourned, it 

looks as if our own peace meeting at 
Marion might be safely rested for the time 
being,” Mr. Antwine said. 

“If Marion and Geneva were in any sense 
competitive, the peril has. passed. The dele- 
gates in attendance upon the Geneva meeting 
from me forty other countries are on their 
way home. They are not at this time threat- 
ening the Marion idea, and probably, will not 
threaten it until the league meets again. It 
ought therefore to be possible for those leading 
minds to which Mr. Harding has turned for 
counsel and aid to spend the holidays quietly 
at home, restored to the bosoms of their re- 
spective families in no uneasiness from com- 
petition. 

“We have just had a spectacle which, I im- 
agine, has interested a good many people, At 
a time when most of the other nations were 
meeting at Geneva for the purpose of achiev- 
ing international concord, we saw our own 
country holding aloof in determination of what 
may be done to conduct a peace movement 
upon our own hook. It is the boast of all 
those who confer with Mr. Harding that the 
American directorate’ has indorsed renuncia- 
tion of what they are pleased to term Mr. Wil- 
son’s league. Nevertheless, Mr. Wilson's league, 
so-called, is steadfastly going about the very 
thing to which we all aspire. It is not dead. 
Upon the contrary, it is much more alive than 
Mr. Harding’s association. It has already be- 
come, the dominant factor in world politics, 
and it is pretty hard to see how we can do any- 
thing for peace except by joining it. Certainly 
it is not going to join our association,. There 
isn’t any such thing, nor are there left any con- 
siderable number of countries with which it can 
be made, ' f ’ 

“I feel very strongly that what many of us 
foresaw would hapen has happened. That is, 
being unwiJling to let Mr. Wilson take us into 
such a movement, we find ourselves placed be- 
fore the world in the ignoble role of obstruction 
to the first general move in history to abate 
war. We did not want to be so ignobly cast, 
and I dare say we aré not enjoying the part. I 
do not know what can be claimed for the 
League of Nations. Probably less than Presl- 
dgnt Hymans claimed for it at adjournment of 
the Geneva meeting. Upon the other hand, I 
doubt if any of us feel like claiming anything 
for our as yet unorganized association. If a 
man from Mars could come here and look first 
at Geneva and then at Marion, I am afraid he 
would be disposed to think that we have made 
something of a monkey of ourselves, 

‘That seemed to be the impression of the rest 
of the world assembled at Geneva, We were 
the meticulous country. We proved ourselves 
even more ranta.kerous than Argentina, whose 
delegation withdrew and went home because it 
could not have ite way. We stayed home be- 
cause we could not have our way. The people 
who did go an’ who stayed did not take us too 
seriously. They knew we were better than 
that. They kniliiv we had not intended to take 
such, a position, It all happened as the. conse- 
quence of an unfortunate political quarrel. They 
understood that at Geneva, and they went 
ahead upon the assumption that when we re- 
gain our right minds we will come in and help. 
That was the sensible view to take of it. It is 


what we feel ourselves. Meanwhile, I can’t 
see why the mock conference at Marion should 
go on. I can't see why the people who con- 
tributed most to our national embarrassment 
should be honored by reiteration of what it is 
they think. They don’t think anything. They 
Qnly feel a great deal, and it is not by expres- 
sion of passion that we are ever to have peace. 
“This is the way it looks to me sitting down 
here in the Ozarks in contemplation of a spec- 
tacle which has not, I think, been equaled 
since Achilles sulked in his tent. You will re- 
call that after Achilles had sulked for a time 
in the slege of Troy, the Greeks persuaded him 
to let someone wear his armour, an incident 
which ultimately resulted in the fall of Troy. 
Someone will in time persuade us to let him 
wear our armour to a meeting of the League of 
Nations, and the consequence will be the end 
of that old red anarch, War. You can find the 
whole story in the Iliad. Read it sometime. 
There is nothing in human nature that Homer 
did not foresee. He foresaw us. He foresaw 
Geneva. He foresaw Marion. That is why he 
is the greatest poet who ever lived. 
When Homer smote his blooming lyre, 
He saw us, howso’er perverse, 
And what occasion may require 
You'll find in Mr. Homer’s verse. 
He saw whatever was to be 
As that great mind revolved about, 
And sitting there beside the sea 
He showed us how it all turns out. 
“T make that versé to Marion and Geneva, It 
has happened before,” Mr. Antwine said.

HARDING AS A CONCILIATOR, 


SAMUEL COLCORD in the Outlook. 
HAT faculty of conciliation, if his friends are 


correct in their estimate, is to be one of War- 
ren G. Harding's great assets in the difficult years 
before him as President. If anything was needed 
to convince me of the correctness of this esti- 
mate, I got it yesterday in my one intimate inter- 
view with the President-elect, closeted with him 
in his office in the Marion “Administration 
House,” when he-said: “Few have realized the 
great importance and the difficulties of the task 
that confronted me in the campaign. I found 
two great opposing eléments in the party, and it 
was my supreme task to bring them together.

I am to render any great service to the cause 
of peace, to which I am deeply devoted.” And 
then he said it all in one great and confirming 
gesture, when, with strong and ample arms ex- 
tended to right and left, and then their open 
palms brought near but not quite together in 
one forceful sweep in which I seemed to see the 
Republican irreconcilable and the Republican 
friends of the League of Nations lifted and put 
down together in a common group for a great 
united. effort behind the incoming administra- 
tion, he added: “That was my task. I had to 
reach out to both of those groups and unite 
them in a common purpose—and I have done it.”
